Kremlin OKs private property

MOSCOW — The Communist Party embraced the principle of private 
property Monday in a radical rejection of some of the fundamentals of Marx- 
ism and Soviet socialism. 

“The Communist Party of the Soviet Union believes the existence of indi- 
vidual property, including ownership of the means of production, does not 
contradict the modern stage in the country’s economic development,” the 
party’s new platform says. 

The platform was approved Wednesday by the party’s policy-making Cen- 
tral Committee but not published in final form until Monday. It represents 
Soviet President Mikhail S. Gorbachev’s boldest break with communist ortho- 
doxy and contradicts public statements he made just months ago. The plat- 
form did not make clear in what sense the party still considers itself to be 
Communist, but pays homage to the creative spirit of Marxism and the 


philosophy’s humanistic outlook of opposing religion and emphasizing man’s 
daily existence. : 

In deciding on sweeping changes, however, the platform says the party took 
into account the new hunger of Soviet citizens for democracy and reform, as 
expressed by mass rallies and local political organizing all over the country. 

The document also says the Communist Party supports: 

— “Protection of a citizen’s personality and honor, the immunity of his home 
and property, the secrecy of correspondence.” 

— Citizen “participation in running the affairs of society and the state, 
freedom of speech, the press, meetings and demonstrations and the formation 
of public organizations.” 

— “Man’s free self-determination in the spiritual sphere, the freedom of 
conscience and religion.” 

‘— A stronger presidency that would further erode the power of the party in 
favor of the government.

Violence by blacks OK, Mandela says

JOHANNESBURG, South Africa 
— Nelson Mandela said Monday he 
seeks a South Africa that is fair to 
both whites and blacks, and he in- 
sisted that violence against apartheid 
is justified. 

The 71-year-old black leader, en- 
joying his first. full day of freedom 
after 27 years in prison, defended the 
policies of his African National Con- 
gress but said talks with the govern- 
ment could be held soon. 

In Washington, President Bush ex- 
pressed optimism Monday that South 
Africa’s release of Mandela was a sign 
the country was “at last on the way to 


ending apartheid,” but he showed no 
inclination to move quickly to lift U.S. 
economic sanctions. 

Bush noted at a news conference 
that the legislation imposing the sanc- 
tions against South Africa also pre- 
vents him from ending them until 
specified liberalizing measures are 
taken. 

“What I want to do is discuss these 
provisions with Mr. Mandela and with 
Mr. de Klerk,” he said referring to the 
freed black leader and to South 
African President F. W. de Klerk 
who ordered his release. 

Bush noted that he had invited both 
men to the White House — sepa- 
rately, with no times settled upon — 


Sexual abuse charges 
brought against man

A former administrator of the State 
Department of Social Services was 
charged Monday with sexually ‘abus- 
ing his two stepsons, according to 
Utah County Attorney Stephen Kill- 
pack.

He said the 
officers in the vehicle decided not.to 
use their firearms, and no injuries 
were reported. 

The activists making arrangements 
for Mandela decided he should not re- 
enter Soweto until Tuesday, when a 
massive welcoming rally was 
planned. They refused to disclose 
where he would spend the night, al- 
though television networks deployed 
helicopters to pursue him.

Bush rejects USSR’s troop reduction plan

WASHINGTON President 
Bush rejected Soviet President 
Mikhail S. Gorbachev’s new initiative 
for troop reductions in Europe on 
Monday but predicted a “major suc- 
cess” on arms control at June’s super- 
power summit. 

Bush told a White House news con- 
ference there was “solid progress in 
pushing the U.S.-Soviet agenda for- 
ward” as aresult of Secretary of State 
James A. Baker III's trip last week to 
Moscow. 

Even so, the president said he 
would stand by his proposal that So- 
viet troops in Europe be cut to 


_ 195,000 and U.S. troops to 225,000. 


Gorbachev last week counterpro- 
posed that the 195,000 level apply to 
both sides. 

“The argument that we (and the 
Soviets) should always have a linked 
reduction is one I want to get away 
from,” Bush said. 

Bush also hailed as “wonderful 
news” the release from prison of 
South African black nationalist leader 
Nelson Mandela, but said it was still

too early to talk about lifting U.S. 
economic sanctions against Pretoria. 

Bush opened his news conference 
by endorsing Gorbachev’s plan to end 
the party’s monopoly on power. 


Bush said he hoped that treaties on 
reducing long-range nuclear weapons 
and chemical weapons would be “sub- 
stantially completed” by the June 
summit, and that there would be pro- 
gress as well toward signing a troop- 
reduction agreement. 

Bush proposed that troops be re- 
duced to 195,000 on each side in Cen- 
tral Europe, but that the United 
States be allowed an overall level of 
225.000 for all of Europe. 

Gorbachev’s counter — proposal 
would mean the withdrawal of an ad- 
ditional 30,000 U.S. troops that Bush 
wants to keep in Britain, Spain and 
Turkey. 

The president said the United 
States will continue to keep troops in 
Europe for the foreseeable future “as 
a stabilizing factor.” 

On a related subject, Bush said he 
continues to believe that the question 
of German reunification must be de- 
cided by the people of both Ger- 
manys. 

But he said he agrees strongly with 
West German Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl that a unified Germany belongs 
inside NATO. 


He suggested that Western forces 
might not be deployed in what is now 
East Germany. “Nobody wants to 
threaten the Soviet Union,” he said. 

The president ruled out a partial 
lifting of economic sanctions imposed 
against South Africa in 1986. 

He said that South Africa must 
make other steps toward ending 
apartheid before the sanctions can be 
lifted — sanctions the Reagan admin- 
istration, of which Bush was part as 
vice president, argued against. 

When asked about Mandela’s decla- 
ration that armed struggle against 
the white minority in South Africa 
should continue, Bush said, “We’ve 
always advocated non-violence and I 
think the United States ought not to 
move away from that.” 

When asked about links between 
Mandela’s African National Congress 
and communist organizations, Bush 
said: “I think these communist parties 
for the most part are sliding downhill. 
What’s coming uphill is democracy 
and freedom, and I would hope steps 
Mr. de Klerk is taking would enhance 
the view that democracy and freedom 
are on the move.”

$5 a pound, about 93 kisses, it would buy 122.2 million 
pounds. If all those kisses were laid end to end, the chain 
of chocolate would circle the globe 6.4 times. 

If you don’t want to make your baby a blimp, merchants 
have a few suggestions. Bloomingdale’s has some “really 
fun boxer shorts with hearts on them,” said spokeswoman 
Jennifer Conner. They also have T-shirts with “big red 


toiletries fofthose who don’t feel their relationships are 
up to intimate underthings.

“Americans are treating themselves to confections and 
sweets, but because they are more health conscious and 
working out, they don’t feel as guilty,” said spokesman 
Brian Muloney.

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Riots erupt over Armenian housing 


MOSCOW — Riots broke out in the capital of Tadzhikistan during protests 
Monday against the resettlement of ethnic Armenian refugees in the Soviet 
Asian republic, official sources said. 

One report said there were deaths and dozens of injuries. 

The official Tass news agency said a state of emergency and a nighttime 
curfew had been imposed on the city of Dushanbe to quell “mass disorders and 
pogroms, and acts of arson and looting.’ 

Musafar Madzhidov, correspondent for official radio and television in 
Dushanbe, said armored vehicles had been brought into the city center, and 
that it was calm late Monday. 

He said an unknown number of people had been killed and more than 70 
were injured. 

Rioting erupted after two rallies in a 24-hour period over rumors that 
Armenian refugees from bloody ethnic strife in the Caucasus region were 
being given preference for new housing, Madzhidov said in a telephone inter- 
view. 

The Tadzhikistan Communist Party leader, Kakhar Makhkamoy, appeared 
before a crowd that gathered Sunday outside party headquarters in Dushanbe 
and asked for 24 hours to investigate the rumors, Madzhidov said. 


Soviet leaders solidify presidential power 


MOSCOW ‘— Soviet leaders called Monday for a special session of 
Congress to strengthen the office of president, a move that would solidify 
Mikhail S. Gorbachev’s hold on power. 

The development, coming on the heels. of a landmark Communist Party 
meeting at which the party agreed to give up its constitutional monopoly on 
power, would strengthen the government and further erode the party appara- 
tus that has ruled the country for 72 years. 

Gorbachev now holds the offices of party general-secretary and of presi- 
dent. The new powers being proposed for the president would make it more of 
a Western-style office. 

Tass said the presidium of the Supreme Soviet, the country’s highest 
executive body, “unanimously favored the establishment of democratic presi- 
dential power in our country.” 

The Supreme Soviet reconvenes on Wednesday and is likely to follow the 
recommendation of its presidium. 


3-country region to bid for ’98 Olympics 


SALT LAKE CITY — Three European countries will make a regional bid 
for the 1998 Winter Olympics, joining Salt Lake City and four other interna- 
tional cities in the race, according to an international sports publication. 

Austria, Yugoslavia and Italy, which share a common, mountainous border, 
will join together to bid for the Games asa single region, according to the latest 
edition of the German magazine Sport Intern. 

First, however, the three countries must persuade the International 
Olympic Committee, which governs the Games, to amend the Olympic Char- 
ter to permit the three countries to form a trilateral bid committee, the 
magazine said. The region must formally place a bid with the IOC, headquar- 
tered in Lausanne, Switzerland, by March 31. The Austrian Olympic Commit- 
tee prepared a resolution for the IOC that would permit the three-country bid, 
Sport Intern said. 

Skiing venues have been tentatively identified, according to the magazine. 
Yugoslavian resorts Planica and Kranjska Gora; Sella Revea and Tarvis in 
Italy and Austria’s Bad Kleinkirchheim and Arnoldstein could host skiing 
events. 


Plans for German reunification argued 


WEST BERLIN — Soviet President Mikhail S. Gorbachev. told East 
German leaders that a reunited Germany cannot belong to the NATO alliance, 
the East German news agency reported on Monday. 

The Soviet leader's stand is strongly at odds with the United States and 
Western European nations, who oppose the idea of a neutral Germany with no 
ties to the Western military alliance. 

Hast Germany, meanwhile, rejected a West German proposal to quickly 
merge the currencies of the two Germanys, but did approve the principle of a 
single currency. West German Chancellor Helmut Kohl, trying to speed the 
push toward reunification, had urged a quick monetary union to ease what he 
said was a critical economic crisis in East Germany. East German leaders on 
Monday asked the West Germans for financial aid of up to $9 billion, but West 
Germany rejected the request. Finance Minister Theo Waigel said it made “no 
sense” to provide funds. toa. “system. that ,has still not decided to:make

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English professor's life 
laudable, says England

It is appropriate that William A. 
(Bert) Wilson should receive the Karl 
G. Maeser Distinguished Scholar 
Award at this time of increased em- 
phasis on the central mission of BYU 
articulated by Maeser and _ by 
Brigham Young: to combine faith and 
morality with scholarship. : 

Wilson is both a first-rank Ameri- 
can scholar of Finnish folkloreandthe ~ 
foremost scholar of Latter-day Saint — 
folklore. 

He has a superb and growing repu- 
tation — in his own religious commu- 
nity and nationally and internation- 
ally — for using his perspective and _ 
experience as a member of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints to challenge and improve his 
scholarly discipline and also for using 
his_ first-rate mind and_ scholarly 
training in folklore to challenge and 
bring instruction and delight to LDS 
studies and to his own people. 

Wilson grew up in the 1930s and 
’40s in Downey, Idaho, when it was 
still a typical Mormon village. He 
came to BYU for his bachelor’s and 
master’s degrees and interrupted his 
study to serve a mission in Finland — 
which later led to his doctorate work 
at Indiana University in Finnish folk- 
lore and the publication in 1976 of 
“Folklore and Nationalism in Modern 
Finland.” 

That book won the Gustave O. Arlt 
Humanities Award from the Council 
of Graduate Schools, and peers con- 
tinue to regard it as “the best exami- 
nation of the intellectual foundations 
in folklore studies in Western Europe 
— foundations influencing much of 
folklore scholarship today.” In addi- 
tion, the book demonstrates one of 
Wilson’s signature qualities: the abil- 
ity to give humane, moral, even politi- 
cal relevance to his detailed research. 

One reviewer wrote that the book 
was so powerful it “stunned the Finns 
themselves,” and it has significantly 
influenced both modern Finnish polit- 
ical thought and also Finnish literary 
studies, particularly of the national 
epic, the “Kalevala.” The book was 
translated into Finnish, given a new 
introduction by Wilson, and pub- 
lished in 1985 in Finland as “The Kale- 
vala and the National Ideal.” 

The continuing respect given 
Wilson’s work in Finnish studies is 
indicated by his being one of only a 
few Americans to receive the “Kale- 
vala” Jubilee Medal, given in 1985, 
the 150th anniversary of the written 
version of the great poem, for supe- 
rior work done to advance knowledge 
and understanding of Finnish culture 
in general. 

Wilson went to Indiana University 
in 1962 to do Finnish studies, but one

He has published more than 20 es- 
says that describe and interpret Mor- 
mon culture for both Latter-day 
Saints and non-Latter-day Saints and 
nearly as many essays that illustrate 
and champion the crucial role folklore 
plays in good education and in helping 
humans endure. 

While serving as professor at BYU, 
from 1967 to 1978 and again since 
1984, he has established and main- 
tained here a superlative Latter-day 
Saint folklore archives that has be- 
come a model for other collectors. He 
did the same while at Utah State Uni- 
versity from 1978 to 1984. At USU, 
Wilson also served as editor of “West- 
ern ’ Folklore,” which during his 
tenure was recognized as the folklore 
journal most helpful to teaching schol- 
ars, and as director of the annual Fife 
Conference on Western American 
Folk Culture in Logan. 

Wilson has maintained this far- 
ranging, influential life of profes- 
sional service and scholarship while 
also serving as chair of the English 
Department since 1985 and as a 
bishop. 

His colleagues have found him an 
efficient, innovative and courageous 
administrator but also a gracious, 
healing human being. 

Wilson’s uniquely personal and 
generalizing style was epitomized in 
his 1988 P.A. Christensen Lecture at 
BYU, “The Study of Mormon Folk- 
lore:-An Uncertain Mirror of Truth,” 
which, like much of his recent work, is 
being published to both Mormon and 
national audiences. 

Bert ended with a remarkable 
evaluation of his own failures over his 
career, especially those resulting 
from his having succumbed to the 
common wisdom of his field that reli- 
gious folklore had mainly to do with 
son, dean of American folklovestudy,t«12 Judith, McCulloh, executive edit, 
suggested he also look at his own cul- 
ture. As a result, Wilson’s first pub- 
lished essay, in 1969, was based on 
Three Nephite legends collected from 
Latter-day Saint faculty and students 
at Indiana. 

His second published essay, which 
won an award for the best general 
interest article in the “Utah Histori- 
cal Quarterly” for 1973, analyzed the 
connections between LDS folklore 
and LDS history and historical study 
in general. 

For 20 years Wilson has continued 
those two early emphases: careful, 
imaginative field research and what 
one reviewer calls the “moving back 
and forth between the culturally 
specific and the universal” that is 
“considered a hallmark of (Wilson’s) 
scholarship.”

Wilson for “first chance at every sin- 
gle manuscript” he’s working on, be- 
cause he represents “the very highest 
standards of scholarship and graceful 
writing and human understanding.” 

She continues, “I’ve heard him 
speak very eloquently, very person- 
ally, about Mormon folklore. The 
scholarly base is always there, of 
course. What distinguished Wilson’s 
work is that he shares his own values 
in such a way that those of us who are 
not Mormon understand better what 
Mormon folklore is about and also 
what it means to be a Mormon. 
Through folklore, he illuminates our 
world. This I consider scholarship at 
its best.”

Senate approves 
funds for textbooks |

SALT LAKE CITY — Education 
issues dominated the Utah Legisla- 
ture on Monday as the Senate unani- 
mously approved a $10 million text- 
book and’ supplies bill and the House 
passed legislation lengthening the 
school year. 

The actions came as both chambers 
began four-hour morning and one- 
hour afternoon sessions to consider a 
mountain of legislation still pending 
before the 45-day, 1990 Legislature 
adjourns on Feb. 21. 

The supplemental appropriations 
bill, part of Gov. Norm Bangerter’s 
proposed $47 million package of one- 
time spending for public education, 
passed 25-0 in the Senate. 

The governor is expected to sign 
the bill as soon as it reaches his desk, 
said press secretary Francine Giani. 
Because the measure gained the nec- 
essary two-thirds support in both 
chambers, it will take effect immedi- 
ately thereafter. 

“Without any doubt, this is the item 
that concerns parents and teachers 
most,” said Sen. Haven J. Barlow, 
R-Layton, adding. that the average 
teacher spends $300 in personal funds 
for supplies and books each year. 

Bangerter also has proposed an- 
other $2 million in ongoing funding for 
textbooks, but that legislation has yet 
to be debated. 

The $10 million will go to the state 
Board of Education, which would allo- 
cate it to school districts. If a local 
board determines it doesn’t need 
textbooks, it can certify to the state 
board that supplies are adequate and 
describe how it intends to use the 
money. 

Districts also must certify that they 
are meeting board policy and state

Once inside, they threw all of the 
school’s 18 computers to the floor, 
damaging at least two beyond re- 
pair. 

In addition to the computer 
room, both the principal’s and psy- 
chologist’s offices were ransacked, 
he said. 

The two most important items in 
the school were left untouched, 
Crabb said. “We have a $100,000 
WiCAT computer system that, 
luckily, was protected by a motion 
detection system, and we have bins 
full of books that were left un- 
touched.” 


Geneva Elementary School in Orem 
was vandalized Friday night, said the 
school’s principal. 

Wayne Crabb, principal, said, 
“When I entered the building on Sat- 
urday, it looked like a bomb had hit the 
place. There was broken glass, doors 
and objects all over the floor.” 

Crabb said the vandals roamed 
through the school, randomly destroy- 
ing anything they encountered. 

“They smashed a brand new Macin- 
tosh computer terminal and key- 
board,” he said. “They also hit our 
soda machine so hard the cans inside 
ruptured.” 

The vandals entered through a 
bathroom window and used a hammer 
taken from the custodian’s closet to
